A total of 8,240,000 five centa- 
vos in brass and 5,650,000 one cen- 
tavos of bronze were manufactur- 
ed for the Philippines. 


Total domestic coinage tabulat- 
ed from both Philadelphia and 
Denver Mints fell below the Jan- 
uary figure.

Philadelphia five cent and one

over January; in fact, it was the

Philadelphia's 895,000 cents for 
February was the lowest figure 
in two years. The nickel pro- 
duction was lowest since Febru- 
ary, 1959. 

Denver manufactured quarter 
dollars, dimes, cents and nickels. 
Dimes at 4,930,000 total was the 
lowest number since July of 1959. 


A total of $846,000 in silver coins 
—6,342,000 pieces—was reported 
from the two Mints. A grand total 
of 134,433,900 minor coins were 
struck for a total of $3,027,395.

The first 1961 proof setS were 
shipped from the Philadelphia 
Mint Wednesday morning, March 
15. 

“The first shipment left the Mint 
an hour ago,’ said Mrs, Rae VY. 
Biester, Superintendent of the 
Philadelphia Mint, in a telephone 
interview at 11:30 a.m., March 15. 


Collectors who had their orders 
in on November 1, 1960, the first 
day the Mint would accept 1961 
proof set orders, will receive the 
first sets, 

It will take several weeks be- 
fore all the orders received that 
first day will be completely proc- 
essed and shipped, according to 
Mrs. Biester. 


No proof seis were reported 
manufactured in the January re- 
port from the Director of the 
Mint. Mrs. Biester explained that 
proof sets must be received by 
the Cashier, and recorded as part 
of the Cashier receipts before they 
appear in the mint report as 
“manufactured.” 

All denominations were struck 
in excess of two million in Janu- 
ary. Another requirement of the 
Mint Bureau is the striking of two 
million’ regular coins before work 
on proof coins is begun.

First details of the official Civ- 
il War Centennial Medal were 
made public today in an exelu- 
Sive news release to Coin World 
for its Civil War Centennial issue 
from the Civil War Centennial 
Commission in Washington and the 
Medallic Art Company, of New 
York, the agency selected to 
Strike the historic medal. 

Obverse design of the medal, 
available May 30, bears the por- 
traits of General Ulysses S. Grant 
and General Robert &. Lee. 


Two quotations fiom the gen- 
erals appear on the medal, 

General Grant's is: 

“Let us have peace.” 

The quotation, ‘Consciousness 
of duty faithfully performed,” js 
an excerpt from General Lee's let- 
ter of farewell to the Army of 
northern Virginia. 


On the reverse appears the of- 
ficial seal of the Civil War Cen- 
tennial Commission. 

Joseph E, Renier, of New York, 
member of the National Sculpture 
Society, and former Prix de Rome 
Winner, was selected lo prepare 
the sculptured models for each 
side of the medallion, 


Approval of the designs and of 
the sculptor's models was made 
by the Fine Arts Committee of 
the Civil War Centennial Commis- 
sion headed by Bric Gugler, dis- 
tinguished architect, Paul Man- 
ship, Walker Hancick, Lee Lawrie 
and Mrs, William Penn Gresson, 
distinguished American sculptors. 

The Centennial medal which will 
be sold to the general publie will 
measure two and one half inches 
in diameter and will be struck in 
bronze. The Coin and Currency 
Institute, Ine,, of New York and 
California, was appointed as the 
sole national distributor. 


Bronze medals will retail for $4 
each, the silver medals for $30 
each. They will be available to 
the general public for purchase on 
May 30 at all reputable coin deal- 
ers and department stores 
throughout the country. 


The limited issue of pure silver 


pieces, not to exceed 25,000, will 
also be issued in the two and one- 
half inches diameter size and 
each silver medal will be indi 
vidually serialized with a number, 


A descriptive booklet will be en- 
closed with all bronze and silver 
medals. 

In addition to the two and one- 
half inch medal, a two and three- 
fourths inch medallion of the same 
design will be prepared for the 
exclusive use of the Centennial 
Commission as individual awards 
to persons and organizations for 
distinguished furtherance of the 
Centennial program. 


This is to be the highest of sev- 
eral special awards to be con- 
ferred by the Commission during 
the Centennial. This particular 
size medallion will not be so!d or 
distributed except through the of- 
ficial channels. 

“It is expected that there will 
be a great demand for this im- 
portant commemorative medallion 
during the next four years."

Confederate Half Dollar And Cent 


Originals Choice Rarities; 
Even Famous Restrikes Rare

Let us congratulate on their 
1th birthday, both the Half Dol- 
lar and the Cent of the Confed- 
erate States of America. The fas- 
cinating history of the two known 
specimens of the half dollar and 
the twelve specimens of the cent 
has been written up in numis- 
matic publications continually 
since they became known. 


As is well known the dies of 
each passed into numismatic 
hands and were used for a limil- 
ed number of restrikes before the 
dies were deliberately mutilated. 
These restrikes have themselves 
become rarities. The original piec- 
es, however, have a status equal 
to the choicest rarily in the Unit- 
ed States series. 

There are fortunately a few ear- 
ly advertisements and circulars 
which accurately set out the fun- 
damental facts as to these coins 
and it is hoped that the reader 
will enjoy reading what their fel- 
low numismatists read in 1874 and 
1079. 


The first known Confederate 
Half Dollar and the Confederate 
revérse die were located in the 
possession of Dr. B. F. Taylor, 
of New Orleans, who received 
them in his official capacity as 
Chief Coiner of the New Orleans 
Mint. Through the efforts of Id- 
ward Mason, Jr., a Philadelphia 
coin dealer, both items were sold 
to Seott & Co., of New York, for 
$310:00 with the right of Taylor 
to repurchose both for $360.00 
within fifleen days from May 5, 
1479, which privilege was not 
exercised,

This 
was followed by subsequent auc- 
tion abuses as to its sale.

Fi- 
nally the coin was sold to J. San- 
ford Saltus for $3,000 in 1918 by 
Proskey.

Distinguishing Points 


There are a group of critical 
points to distinguish the- genuine 
Confederate half dollars from the 
restrikes; and to eliminate un- 
founded rumors and claims they 
are listed below: 

1. The weight of the restrikes 
is about 185 grains which is at 
least 5 grains below that of the 
originals.

2. The obverse die used to 
strike the originals (Beistle 5) had 
a die break from the nose of Lib- 
erty to the border. Since regular 
New Orleans Mint U. S. 1861 Half 
Dollars selected at random f o r 
making the restrikes were struck 
from five different obverse dies a” 
portion of the restrikes “do not 
have the required obverse: ae 
with the nose dié break: — ge: 


3. Between 1861 when the orig- 


lumps caused by rust pitting in 
the die are found on all restrikes. 
Attempts to buff away these lumps 
have been made unsuccessfully, 
These lumps are most common 
within and under the left side of 
the Liberty cap. ; 

4. The originals have no die 
break on the revérse. All of the 
restrikes have die breaks because 
the die broke near the edge while 
making the first restrike in silver, 
as Scott & Company stated in the 
October 17, 1789, letter. These die

No obverse 
die was available to hold the ob- 
verse and a hardwood block was 


used to support the obverse. - 


This wood block gradually took 
on the impression of the obverse 
as restrikes were made. There- 
fore the first restrikes to be made 
show a badly crushed obverse. 
Subsequent restrikes leave the ob- 
verse design in better condition, 
but the field instead of being flat 
is rippled and uneven from the ef- 
fect of the pressure used to press 
on the Confederate reverse. 

7. The reverse of the originals 
shows no helical tool marks. Since 
the restrikes were machined 
smooth in a lathe the helical tool 
marks on the reverse before the 
Confederate reverse was pressed 
on do not always disappear. 

8. Both the originals and the 


restrikes are coin silver and ring ~ 


clearly, but electros and casts 
are known, Deceptive fakes can 
be made by combining the ob- 
verse of a genuine 1861 New 
Orleans Mint Half Dollar and the 
Confederate reverse from a re- 
strike. 


The Die 

The die for the Confederate 
Half Dollar after its use for re- 
strikes in 1879 was finally sold by 
Scott & Company for $31.00 to S. 
H. Chapman on June 26, 1893. A 
couple of brass uniface splashings 
were made from it in its then 
condition, being mutilated with a 
straight file cut across the dia- 
meter. 





Henry Chapman owned it in 
1919 and although it has been said 
it was bought by Saltus in 1918 
from Proskey along with the Con- 
federate Half Dollar the die was 
apparently acquired by Saltus 
from Henry Chapman in 1919. Sal- 
tus presented the die to the City 
Museum in New Orleans accord- 
ing to Henry Chapman's state- 
ment in his November 17, 1932, 
sale catalogue. The die has not 
since been located in any New 
Orleans museum or elsewhere. 


Correspondence in the past ask- 
ing whether the die was or was 
not received from Saltus was not 
replied to. If the die was removed 
from €@ museum in an unauthor- 
ized manner it may eventually 
come to light, This matter might 
be vigorously pursued by Louisi- 
ana numismatists. 


The Cent 

Just as the Confederate songs, 
“Dixie” and “The Yellow Rose of 
Texas”, were written by North- 
erners, the Confederate Cent die 
was cut by a Yankee. The story 
of its production and use are told 
in a circular dated April 2, 1874, 
which is set forth herein, 

The originals were in copper- 
nickel just as were the United 
States cents of 1861. No Confed- 
erate cents were ever restruck in 
that metal so that there is no 
problem in distinguishing origin- 
als from the restrikes. The re- 
Strikes were coined in copper, sil- 
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Aluminum coin with Confederate reverse struck by Scolt.

The dies, as is the 
case with the die for the Con- 
federate half dollar, were mutilat- 
ed after the restrikes were made. 
The obverse die was sold by S. 
H. and H, Chapman in their sale 
of July 7, 1899, but both dies seem 
to have remained together through 
ownership by Judson Brenner, Ed- 
gar H. Adams, Virgil Brand, and 
John J. Ford, Jr. They were 
on exhibit in 1914 in the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society Exhibit. 
One of the curious facts con- 
cerning the Confederate Cent is 
the lack of an appreciation of the 
original copper-nickel pieces as 
compared to those restrikes made 
in precious metals. To think that 


a restrike cent which could ob- 
viously not have been struck in 
sold or silver would be catalogued 
and sell consistently for more than 
originals in a proper metal is one 
of the peculiar misconceptions of 
value caused by the collectors’ 
lack of appreciation or lack of 
knowledge of the distinction be- 
tween originals and restrikes, 

There are modern struck copies 
in various metals of the Confed- 
erate half dollar reverse struck 
with a new die and combined with 
a copy of the Confederate Seal or 
Jefferson Davis as the obverse. 
There are modern struck copies 
of the Confederate cent obverse 
combined with a reverse bearing 
1-100 instead of 1 CENT in the 
wreath, To these souvenirs has 
been added a completely fictitious 
Confederate dime bearing the de- 
nomination 1-10,
